Head? The Cenſor replies, CHARLES LUCAS, the 


Apothecary ; under his, and his Banner only, you are to 


fight, to recover Freedom ; he only is the Center of Li-

The 
Antients received it as a Maxim, and, I think, it may be 
properly apply'd at this Time, Ne Sutor ultra Crepidam. 
He who is entituled to govern, let him employ his Time 
in thoſe Studies requiſite for Government: Let the Shoe- 
maker mind his La, and the Apothecary his Drugs; 
things, by far, more ſuitable, and recommendable for them, 
than State Politicks. 

What one remarkable Action, are you convinced, that

All Aldermen, c. their very Names imply Tyner 75 
Rogues, Villains; Governors are Enſlavers; if ſo, what 


Lucas has ever done for you, or is able to pet form; he in- 


forms you of Irregularities committed; but Jays no Scheme 
before you how they are to be redreſſed: He attempts to 


"ridicule Men of the greateſt Conſequence in the Nation, 
Gentlemen, whoſe Families render them conſpicuous ; who 


have had Opportunities, far greater, than it can be thought 
ſuch as he ever cou'd. Unhappy City if you cannot find 
ſome Men of Diſtinction, Gentlemen, whoſe Honours 
can be relied on, whoſe Parents have ſhewn their Zeal 
and Affection for yon, and whoſe Offspring may be more 
' depended on, than this Muſhroom, who has ſprung up in 
one Night, and will vaniſh in another. 

A Man who is ambitious, or has an affected Deſire of 
being popular, no matter how flippant his Tongue may 
be to draw the Populace, yet ſuch is not to be deem'd, by 
any reaſonable Man, fit for any Office, much leſs that of 


any Importance; his Thoughts are upon imaginary Ob- 


*jeQs ; if poor, his mind is filled with Notions of Gran- 


deut; hell run his apparent Deſtruction, colour Falſities 
winds Sophiſiry, addreſs the TE? Powers, to induce an

uhthinking Mob of the Juſtneſs, nay; of the Uprightnels 


of hisCauſe ; nothing but what he'll attempt, if he can only 
be induced to believe, that his Point will be anſwer'd. 
Let us reflect upon your grand Patriot, and his Works: 
Let not imaginary Thoughts, of Liberty to be reſtored, 
make you forgetful of yourſelves ; rouze from the Lethar- 
gy that ſome of the weaker of you have unwarily flid into, 
and act as conſiderate Men. Nor let Pofterity ſay that 
their Anceſtors were Fools or Madmen, who, by intro- 
ducing. a Fanatick into a Poſt of Honour, making him 
their Head, under a falſe Pretence of reſtoring Liberty, 
have not only been in themſelves ridiculous, but have been 
a Means of oppreſling us with greater Burthens. 5 
It is always obſervable that a weak Cauſe requires 
good Support. Our mock Patriot, being well aſſured he 
muſt meet oppoſition, to ſupport his palpable Falſities, has 
acquired FACK the Giant Queller to his Aſſiſtance; who 
wou'd have offer'd himſelf to you as another Candidate, 
had his Giant been quell'd earlier, and is in Hopes that 
you'll ſoon have Occaſion of him. It was hard to part 
them; Giants, and Apothecaries, are formidable things. 
He ſends you his Advice from his Country Seat at Bally 
James Duff, wherein he acquaints you of a merry Com- 
pany he is in, out of which it is ſcarce reaſonable to difturb 
him. All are of Opinion in relation to his Brother. The 
| Landlord keeps the Houſe; the Exciſeman forgets his 
Duty; the Curate drinks at free Coſt ; the Ste ward cringes 


for the Feaſt ; the Apothecary is in Debt to the Patriot; 


and Fack pays all to be heard. Rare Doings in the Coun- 
try | and, in his drunkenFits, admires that no Body has at- 
tempted to anſwer any one Aſſertion alledged by his crazed 
Brother. He is pleaſed. to favour you with a Scrole againſt 
one of your faithful Commons, who, with all poſſible Juf- 
tice, alledged Facts againft the Incendiary. Thus they 
poorly attempt to ſmother Truths with Jeſt: But it can- 
not be; Mr. James Taylor has taken ſo juſt a Method to 


prove, that the Allegations, contain'd in Mr. Lazcas's 
fourth Letter, are falſe, malicious, and ſcandalous ; that 


I ſhou'd be glad to hear of any one, who wou'd anſwer it, 
or free Mr. Lucas from the Aſperſions he lies under by it;

There cou'd be no 
clearer Demonftration of the Truth of the Allegation, 
than Mr. Mergan's Oath ; the Obligation was ſo ſolemn, 
and the Integrity of the Man ſo well known, that no one 
can confront it. Moreover all muſt allow, that if Mr. 
Adergas is a Man of Character, his Oath is of by far greater 
Conſequence, more to. be depended on, and regarded, by 
the Publick, than any chimerical Notion which any fan- 
taſtick Fool cou'd imbibe, or offer, to delude the Publick 
to the contrary. The Commons of the City, conſcious 
to themſelyes of the Obligation to their Brother, in a full 
Aſſembly return'd him their Thanks for the Detection, as 
a Mark of their Favour and the Obligations they lay un- 

der to him, which is a ſufficient Evidence. 
A blind Guide may miſlead Perſons out of the Way; 
but he, whoſe, Eyes are open, cannot, at leaſt, will not, 
if poſſible, be led aſtray. If a Perſon has been miſguided 
for a Time; if his Fancy has been led with Chimeras 3 
if the preſumed Son of Liberty has attempted to perſuade 
him out of what Reaſon Nature has conferr'd upon him; 
ſurely it is bis Duty to reclaim bimſelf when he finds his 
Error. There are fome among you, who have been in- 
duced. to think of new Regulations, of the Aldermen be- 
ing disbanded, Courts of Darein Hundred admitted, the 
Poor- Houſe deſtroy d, and Blue - Coat Hoſpital to have new 
Governars, and the City Money given a better Account 
of. Theſe are Traps which this Incendiary has made uſe 
of to inſnare you; but has never attempted-to lay before 
you a Scheme haw he propoſes this to be done, Is it poſ- 


ble, that he, or any one Man, bas it in his Power to 


ſubvert any of theſe, Points. And when you compare the 
civil Adminiftration here, to that at Londan; and the wiſe 
and prudent Reaſons, upon which it is founded; I pre- 
ſume you will be of Opinion that your City is as 
bappy govern'd: ;- and that it will not admit of any further 
ulations. 1 P j . 
I bere are five Diviſions,, compoſed out of the Com- 
mon, in all corporate Town; and though they ** 
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Titles, yet they are equal in Power in the teſpeQive 
Places they reſide, and have ſynonimous Names, to wit, 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, Sheriffs, Sheriffs Peers, and 
Common · Councii-men, which repreſent the Body of the 
Commons, when Regulations are to be made, or Money 
to be rais'd, A Committee is appointed by the Aldermen 


to acquaint the Commons, who are duly ferved with No- 
tice at their Houſes ;| attend, or attend not, the Majority 
appeariniz, confiders the Motion, and forms it into a By» 
Law, whereby the Regulation is made, or the Tax levi- 
ed; for there are ſome Gentlemen whoſe Buſineſs will not 
admit them to attend, or, perhaps, are otherwiſe prevent- 
ed. Is this a Cauſe the City Affairs ſhoud be negleRed t 
Mr. Lucas has inform'd you of Courts of Darein Hundred, 
being at London: I make no manner of Doubt but there 
have been, ſome Ages paft, but not this Century; and the 
Reaſon why it has been omitted here, and there, is evis 
dent to any thinking Man. As to the People of Landon, 
it is well known, that their Thoughts are employ'd upan 
Matters of Bufineſs, and not Lord Mayors Becks; for 
which reaſon, to prevent Loſs of Time by Attendance, 
to prevent Cavils and Diſputes, out of the whole Body x 
ſelect Number was choſen; who were Men of Integrity, 
and had Fortunes, which wou'd admit them Leiſure'to 
attend, who were their Repreſentatives, and in 'whoſe 
Power, in Conjunction with their Heads, managed all 
Affairs. There are many of the Commoners at London, 
who have not great Fortunes, that wou'd not deſire to be 
of the Common Council, unleſs they had Intereſt for other 
Preferment. The Commons at London, in Computation, 
are, at leaft, 20,000 ; and I preſume here about 4 or 
S, ooo. How long wou'd it take to have your Names call'd 
over? where is the Place that half of you cou'd meet in? 
and how long Matters of Debate muſt hold ? wherebyyour 


Buſineſs muſt be neglected, and, by conſtant Neglect, 


your Fortunes leſſen d. This is ſufficient to ſhew yon 
what your Patron deſigns. It was upon theſe, and theſe 
Conſiderations, ſolely, that a Body Politick was choſe out 
of you to manage your Affairs; and you cannot but ſay 
the Conſtitution was originally good; and By Laws, thus 
made by the Community, are equally valid with che Laws 
of the Realm, provided not contrary to them: This, eveny 


Cherter, that has been made, ſpeaks; therefore, with Sub- 


miſſion, I conceive, that as the Alecbien of 10 
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was originally in the Hands of the Commons, who, by By- 
Laws, appointed their Repreſentatives, and that thoſe 
Laws are valid by the Charter, that no one can break this 
Conſtitution without the Charter, which I preſume will 
ſcarce be done by any in this Kingdom, or elſewhere. I 
conceive, he, who mifleads you with theſe Notions, can 
be deem'd no more by you than a common Nuſance and 
Diſturber. Suppoſe this Conſtitution to be broke, which 
it neither can, nor will; the Golden Age muft return, 
Things flow naturally, and every one be his own Head, 

The City Money, has been a great Concern to Mr. Lu- 
cas; and, when he'had Impudence enough to ſay, to your 
head Magiſtrate, recommending a Gentleman, This is the 
Man you muſt elet; I wonder he had not Aſſurance 
enough to acquaint, who ſhou'd be City Treaſurer ; ſub- 
mitting it to the Reader's better Judgement, I think that 
Place' is of fo great Importance, that no Man can be 
truſted with it, unleſs he has a very good Fortune, and 
that you ſhou'd be applauded for your late Choice. I am 
inform'd that a certain great Man, who thought it would 


be a ſuitable Place for him, changes his Intereſt ; which 


ſhews you, that Liberty is pleaded for Places of Advan- 
tages, though not invaded : But it is to be hoped, upon the 
Election, he will alter his Mind, and ſhew that he is a 
Gentleman, who regards the Commonweal more than 


any ſiniſter Views, and hold to his firſt Reſolution. 


He, to whoſe Care the City Treaſure is committed, 
ſhou'd be one whoſe Fortune renders him ſufficiently ac- 
countable for it. Otherwiſe, what Security has the City 
for its Money? Is it to be thought, that any of you 
wou'd truſt a Man with a Sum for which he is not ſol- 
vent ; and muſt you not then judge that Men of Fortune, 
not poor Apothecaries, are to be truſted in grand Offices 


relating to you. All Treaſurers are accountable for the 
Money committed to their 'Truſt, And no Man can 
think, that they wou'd ſacrifice their Children's Welfare, 


as this unhappy Patriot is doing, for the Intereſt of the 


Corporation, without giving an Accuont to the Com- 


mons for the Purpoſes, appointed by them, for which it 


was given. Self Preſervation is the firſt Principle in Na- 


ture; and he that wilfully attempts his own, or Family's 
Deſtruction, is worſe than a Madman. „ 
Mr. Lucas acquaints you, that every Commoner, in 


this City, of any Body corporate, has a Right to the Ex- 
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| amination of the civil Affairs form'd in the Conſtinitions 
This, every thinking Man muſt allow is a Falſity. Is. a 
Truſtee to be thought to deliver up that which he is in- 
truſted with, without the Direction of the Owner? The Per- 
ſons; who are your Common- Council, are they, and they 
only, to examine into thoſe Affairs, who are choſe for 
this Purpoſe ; by their Judgements you are to reſt, For, 
as Repreſentatives are ſent up by each City, Town, and 
Burrough, to repreſent you in Parliament, and conſult 
for the Good and Safety of the Kingdom in general, upon 
which, with the Concurrence of his Majeſty, the Go- 
vernment depends; fo, comparing great Things with 
Imall;, the Commons, in Council afſembled to conſult for 
our "general Good, with the Lord Mayor, and Alder- 
men, paſs By- Laws, by which you muſt be guidet. 
The Poor-Houſe vi this City is of very great 'Uſe, 
and its Foundation indiſputabiy juſt; nor is | thete 
any large City but bas the ſame, or a Building for this 
Purpoſe, to wit, the Foundling: Heſpital at London. Tad- 
mire that Mr. Lucas does not highly applaud this Contri- 
vance. Indeed, if he had ſaid that Bedlam was not a 
proper Place for a Gentleman's Entertainment, I ſhou'd 
concur with him; becauſe a Gentleman, who is retiring 
that Way, as faſt as he can, cannot but, ſome times, 
ſhadder at the Thought of the Place appointed for him. 
But, Gentlemen, when you conſider that this Place, and 
its Governors, are founded upon an Act of Parliament, I 
am ſure you muſt judge that it is beyond his Power to re- 
dreſs it. The Parliament, in their prudent Deliberations,” 
having Remonſtrances laid before them that your City 
abounded with ' Orphans, ſeveral of whom periſh'd for 
Want, and others, of a ſpurious Race, were murder d; 
humanely conſidering that the Fruits of the Creation 
were, if poſſible, to be preſerved, appointed this Place to 
be built at the publick Expence, and, for its Support, a 
publick Fund was; and is, order d to be rais'd; fo that 
each of you; in proportion to your Wealth, which is 
judged by the Houſe you hold, pays proportionally for its 
Maintainance. And is it not reaſonable it ſhou'd be ſo ? 
They were got by the Publick; and, therefore, by the 
Publick they ſhou'd, are, and will be maintain d. Can 
you think that the Parliament ate not better Judges than 
any others? Can this poor Reptile be put in competition 
with any of this great Body = "They have appointed Ons 
ons, 


ä 
ſons, Men of upright Character, thoſe, with whom they 
have a perſonal Acquaintance, to whom they have deli- 


ver'd the Management and Government. You are Judges 


whether, in their Hands, it muſt not continue, till ſuch 
a Place becomes uſeleſs. Is it not Mr, Lucas's Buſineſs to 
let you know, what he intends to do with it; and, in- 
ſtead of barely ſaying a Fraud is committed, to point out 
how much you loſe? Thereby you will be a better Judge 
of the Aſſertion; for barely aſſerting a Thing upon 
Strength of Imagination, is no Guide to any reaſonable 
Man. Werea Tax to be laid here for diſabled Soldiers, 
in Support of his Majeſty's Royal Hoſpital, and it was 
thought hard of by you; he wou'd join in Opinion with 
you, and reckon it a Nuiſance, and uſeleſs. What De- 
pendance can you have on ſuch a Man! V 
The Blue - Coat Hoſpital is founded on Donations of 
great Men, Perſons of the higheſt Diſtinction, who be- 
queath'd large Sums for charitable Uſes. If you are 
pleaſed to look over the Lift, there is none more remark- 
able, in their Gifts, than the Aldermen and Sheriffs of this 
City have been. T1 X 1 88 
TCucas acquaints you, this, which was intended for the 
Sons of Freemen and Citizens, is an Afylum for: the Race 
of Gentlemen's Servants, and Baſtards, te ty 
| Surely they, who have been Governors, and Encou- 
ragers, are the only proper Judges of the Intention; far 
greater than he, whoſe whole Family never gave a Dona- 
tion, nor had the Honour of being truſted with any civil 
Employment, I will allow that a Freeman's or Citizen's 
Son, is more to be noticed than any other; yet, in the 
mean time, if the publick Fund is lying uſeleſs, if Per- 
ſons, who may have a preſumed Title, do not apply, by 


Applications atteſted by Men of ſome Character, is it re- 


ſonable to think it ſhou'd be granted to every Body that 
asks it? No; they will confer it on thoſe who they 
| know ſomething of; and, in that, they act as the Men 
they really are, Lords, Judges, c. Gentlemen who are 
worthy to be intruſted with Matters of vaſtly greater Im- 
portance. A Child, for being the Son of a Servant, or 
of ſpurious Race, is not to be rejected. I wonder Mr. 
Lucas is ſo forgetful of himſelf as to urge ſuch an Argu- 
ment. It was a Quere, at-Bally James Duff, How come 
you, 7emmy, who was a Scribe, to become an Author? 
Pieter Hinchin, Eſq; of Six- mile Bridge, in the _ ” 
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of Clare, defires to know, how come Lucas, whoſe Fa- 
ther was Footman to Sir Denahough O' Brian, to be an 
Apothecary, or attempt ſuch Things as he has? But this 
Queſtion is eaſily anſwer'd, Thamas Kouli Kan, the U- 
ſurper in Perſia, who was the Son of a Farmer, perſwaded 
the People againſt their Sovereign, and aſſumed Titles 
which he had not a Right to; the Blood-ſhed, which was 
committed at Delly, though he was triumphant, ſhews 
you, who he was, and how proper to govern ; the Spoils, 
which he acquired from the Grand Mogul, was, inſtead 

of being diſtributed, heaped up ; inſtead of giving his Sol- 
diers, who were the Inſtruments of his Grandeur, any 
Share, he accumulated all to himſelf, He was ſo great a 
| Miſer, that he deſired that which every one poſſeſſed; and 
his Followers, ſeeing themſelves 1 00 on, maſſacred his 

Son, and reſtored their Government to its primitive Stati- 
on. The Antients, when Servants preſumed too great a 
Liberty, check'd them with proper correction: Thus the 
* Scythians, who were harraſſed with a tedious War, ex- 
pecting to be received in great Pomp by thoſe whom they 
left behind them, more eſpecially their Servants, found 
that, in their Abſence, they had married-their Wives, and 
Daughters; and, inftead of finding Liberty at home, which 
they fought for abroad, and was always the Bulwark of 
their Nation, they found, whilſt they were reſtoring Li- 
berty, their Poſſeſſions, and all that was near, and dear, to 
them, was in their Abſence poſſeſſed by the preſumed Sons 
of Liberty. Not deigning to commence a War with the 
Uſurping Slaves, they, inſtead of Arms, met them with 
W hips, to which they were more accuſtomed ; and, when 
thoſe were once exerciſed, it reminded them of their for- 
mer State; and that, which before they affumed a Title 

to, they immediately reſign'd. Theſe are ſufficient Exam- 
ples to induce you to believe what you may expect from 
your ſervile Patriots. 

T conceive it my Duty to Jay before you the Nature of 
Courts of Darem Hundred. I ſhall point out to you the evil 
Conſequences attending them, and then you will be better 
Judges whether you have occaſion of them or not. 

Nothing is more inducive than a parallel Caſe, 
to perſwade you of the Prejudice of entertaining ſuch 
Thoughts; and you, — by admitting them, muſt

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give up the Pvileges you at preſent enjoy. At Corke, 

where thoſe Courts ate, which is the only Place I know of 
that has kept up this Conſtitution, ſince the Reign of 
King Jobn, none of thoſe, who are free of any particular 
T rade, can give a Voice at a Court, without being a Free- 
man at large. It ſeems to me that King Jobn, when grant- 
ing Charters here, had an Eye to the antient Government 
of Rome, and diftinguiſh'd the People into three Claſſes. 
Liberti, that is, thoſe who, by their Forefathers, were 
free, and capable to follow what Calling they pleaſed. Ma- 
numiſſi, thoſe who were ſet free, and, therefore, had a 
Right to follow a particular Calling. AndServi, who, never 
had been, nor were likely to ever follow any, By Courts 
of Darein Hundred it was apparently thus intended, as you 
ſee is the Conſtitution of Corte. And bow is it to be 
thought you ſhou'd ſwerve from the Privileges you enjoy, 
to ſtrive for imaginaty, which you never are likely to ob- 
tain. | 
A real Son of Liberty appear'd at Corke, in the Year 
1741, which obliges me to draw a parallel Inference to 
your preſent unhappy Diſturbances, whereby you not only 
will be able to judge of Courts of this Nature, but will be 
abe to judge how melancholy your Caſe may be, if you 
ſwerve from your juſt Governors. It was try'd here by the 
Houſe of Lords. The then Biſhop of Corte againſt Wil- 
liam Fuller, and Parker, Eſqrs; Aldermen, I muſt 
obſerve, that this City is never without. Parties, by the 
Names of Corporation, and Commoner ; and never will, 
whilſt theſe Courts ate held in it. The Cry of the Com- 
mons was, LIBERTY : The Cry of the Corporation, 
LIBERTY ſupported : But the real Cry, was PLACES 


of HONOUR. 


In the Year 1741, William Fuller, Eſq; that true Son 
of Liberty, appear'd as Father of the City; who, willing 
to ſhew himſelf for the common Good, 55 all neceſſary 
Regulations in the difficult Seaſon, when Thouſands wou'd 
have periſh'd, had it not been for the vigilant Methods 
which he uſed for their Preſervation. 

'T here was an Embarkation intended, and, accordingly, 
4,000 Soldiers were quarter'd upon Ale- Sellers, Vintners, 


Sc. the Cry of the People was ſo great, that they came in 


Fiocks to the Mayor, requeſting, if poſſible, to be ſome 
eus eaſed bf their Burthen, He, as a kind Father, was

fenfible of the Calamity, and having called the Council, 


aſſiſted with the Recorder, requeſted a Sight of the Char- | 
ter from the Treaſurer, to know whether he had not a 


Right to quarter on all Shop- keepers ; and finding that there 
was no Limits or Liberties excluded, within his Diftria, 
he quarter'd a good Number in the Place call'd, the Biſhop's 
Liberty, which never was, in the Memory of this Age, 
done before; whereby he eaſed the City of a great Bur- 


then, which was entituled, by the Commons, Liberty in- 


vaded. Young Cicero, Mr. Taylor, one of the Commons, 
and your Patriot's Fore-runner, cry'd ſtrong for Liberty, 
hoping to reduce the Corporation into Paſſive Obedience, 
or engage the Biſhop, and his Intereſt, in their Party. 
When Mr. Fuller gave up the Rod, the firſt Motion made,
